Bobby Morrow and Vladimir Kuts share top honors in the 11th annual 
World Ranking of Track & Field News, just as they did last year. The Russian 
distance ace and the American sprinter both were ranked first in two events, 
and both were double repeaters. 

Only two other athletes managed to repeat in the 20 events, so great was 
the attrition of the post-Olympic year. Glenn Davis stayed on top of the 400H 
heap although running but one race, and Greg Bell led the broad jumpers again. 
Three others lost the number one spot in cheir 1956 event, but came back to lead 
the list in another event. Parry O'Brien changed from the shot to the discus, 
Milt Campbell from the decathlon to the high hurdles, and Tom Courtney from 
the 800 to 400. 

World Ranking is an origination of Track & Field News and is an attempt 
to bring order anu significance to the inevitably confusing wealth of statistics 
and results which comprise each season. The rankings, which are found on the 
inside pages, represent the combined opinions of Dr. D. H, Potts, anaDr. R. 
L. Quercetani, who are generally regarded as the world's two leading statis- 
ticians, 

The longest winning streak in World Ranking history was snapped when 
Bob Gutowski ousted Bob Richards from the premier pole vault position after the 
latter had been first for eight straight years, Another streak was broken when 
O'Brien failed to lead the shot putters for the first time in six seasons, So 
tough is the competition that the current leader in consecutive first place rank- 
ings in one event is held by Kuts with three in the 10, 000. 

Trailing Richards as the all time leader for consecutive wins is Emil 
Zatopek, with seven straight years as the 10,000 leader, and shot-putter O'Brien 
with five, At three years each are: Mel Patton, 200; George Rhoden, 400; Mal 
Whitfield, 800; Gaston Reiff, 3000-2 mile; Kuts, 10,000; Yuriy Lituyev, 400H; 
George Brown, broad jump; Adhemar da Silva, hop-step-jump; Jim Fuchs, shot 
put; and Imre Nemeth, hammer throw, 

All time leader for the most first places is Zatopek with a total of 12, 
on five in the 5000 and seven in the 10,000; Bob Richards added two decathlon 
top rankings to his vault string to total 10. Next in line are Mal Whitfield with 
two in the 400 and five in the 800 and Reiff, the only man to ever lead more than 
two events, with one first in the 1500, four in the 3000, and two in the 5000. 
Kuts and O'Brien total six firsts each, while Patton and Da Silva have five, and 
Fortune Gordien, Morrow, and Campbell each have four, In the rugged world- 
wide competition only 13 others have been able to bag as many as three leads 
in the 11 years, They are: Sandor Iharos, 300 and 5000; Jack Davis, HH; 
Charley Moore, MH; Lituyev, MH; Brown, BJ; Fuchs, SP; Adolfo Consolini, 
DT; Bud Held, JT; Nemeth, HT; Mikhail Krivonosov, HT; Bob Mathias, decath- 
lon; George Rhoden, 400; and Harrison Dillard, 100 and HH, 

In addition to Reiff, the following have scored in more than one event: 
Patton, Lloyd LaBeach, Dillard, Morrow, Whitfield, Courtney, Iharos, Zatopek, 
Kuts, Campbell, Richards, and O'Brien, 

Toughest events to repeat in are the steeplechase ana 1500. Thore 
Sjoestrand of Sweden led the steeplechasers in 1947 and 1948, but no one has 
had more than one first place since, In the 1500, Roger Bannister is the only 
two time winner. Nine different high jumpers have led the event, with only 
Buddy Davis (1952 and 1953) and Ernie Shelton (1954 and 1955) scoring twice.

Foreign Athletes Star

Chicago, Dec. 28--Athletes from Finland and added an inter- 
national winning touch to Chicago's Holiday Meet, which while closing the 1957 
track year, officially opened the 1958 indoor campaign. 

Good marks were turned in for all events. Ira Murchison ran a 6.1 in 
the 60 yard dash prelims to equal the field house record; Floyd Smith jumped 
6'64" without benefit of built-up shoes; and Phil Coleman won the mite in 4:14, 1 
from future-great Ron Gregory and once-great Len Truex~--but it was the inter- 
national stars from Arizona State and Michigan who dominated the meet. 

Jorma Valkama, Finland's Olympic bronze medalist who is the latest 
foreign addition to the Michigan forces, bounded 23'63", a respectable jump in 
a tough pit. Countrymian Eeles Landstrom, just returned to Michigan after a 
year in the Finnish army, tied for first in the pole vault with Jerry Welbourne 
of Ohio and Ed Doyle of Marquette at a good 14'4”, 

Mal and Mel Spence, who look enough alike to be the Goldust Twins, set 
two new meet records in winning the 440 and 220 respectively. Mal easily won 
in 48.7 over Ron Etherton 6f Purdue and John Telford of Wayne, but his brother 
had to hustle on the backstretch to stay ahead of ex-Wayne runner William Smith 
in the furlong. Mel had a time of 22,5, inches ahead of Smith, after tying the 
track record with a 22, 4 afternoon qualifying time. 

In the mile, Ron Gregory, who has dropped out of Notre Dame and is now 
competing for the U. of Chicago Track Club, led Coleman and a laboring Len 
Truex through quarter times of 61 and 2:05, Coleman took over half way through 
a dreamy third quarter to pass in 3:11 and finish in 4:14.1. Gregory finished in 
4:21.4 while Truex failed to place in a race where 4:27 was good for 5th.

FINLAY 21.1, POTGIETER 23.1 (AGAIN) 





SOUTH AFRICA: 
(from Harry Beinart) 


A South African record standing on the books since 1935 was equal 
led at Bloemfontein on November 16 when Trevor Finlay sped over 220 
yards flat in 21.1. The listed record was set during an Oxford- 
Cambridge vs. South Africa match at Johannesburg by Tinus Theunissen 
after a close duel with England's Arthur Sweeney. In the Bloemfont- 
ein race, Finlay took advantage of a large sweeping turn, the circum 
ference of the track being over 500 meters. In the same meet, how- 
ever, Finlay lost the century to South Africa's latest sprint find, 
19-year-old Harold Bromberg, who nosed out his rival 9.6 to 9.7. 
Bromberg recently surprised with an impressive sprint double at the 
Maccabiah Games in Tel-Aviv. The first long-awaited clash between 
Bromberg and national 100 yard champion John Luxon, also 19, took 
place at Germiston on November 30. Luxon won by inches in a slow 
9.8, on a poor track. Other notable sprint marks were turned in by 
E.("Judge") Jeffries at Maritzburg, November 11: 9.6 and 21.4. 

Gert Potgieter, South Africa's great hope for the Empire Games 
intermediate hurdles final, showed excellent form at Pretoria on 
November 13. Competing in a Floodlit meeting, he equalled his 220 
yards hurdles best with a 23.1 clocking and ran 440 yards hurdles 
in 52.9.

H.Kruger 13'°6"3/4 (4.13), BJ W.Nel 24'5" (7.44); Pretoria, Nov.13: 
120yh Poen Malan 14.6, SP J.Botha 50'3"3/4 (15.33); Potgieters- 
rust, November 16: 100y J.-Luxon 9.8, 220y G.Day 21.4, 220yh Potgie- 
ter 23.8, 440yh Potgieter 53.5 (he also broad jumped 23'2" ~ 7.06), 
DT DuPlessis 161'7" (49.25); Bloemfontein, Nov.16: mile H.Pitman 
4:15.25; Capetown, Nov.16: 880y C.Larter 1:52.4; Port Elizabeth, 
Nov.23: 100y P.Van Zyl 100y in 10.0, beating T.Finlay, and 220y in 
21.8. Malcolm Spence, trying out his injured leg, ran the half 

mile for the first time in his life and won in 1:58.9 from David 
Tee (1:59.3), HT C.Koen 182'3"1/2 (55.56), second best ever by S. 
African. Women marks: DT A.Fick 151'1" (46.05) S.A. record; Bugene 
Peel, a new discovery, 100y 11.1 and 80mh 11.7, HJ Geyser 5'3"3/4 
(1.62). A.Shaw ran the sprints in 11.1 and 24.9 at Port Elizabeth, 
taking advantage of a very long straight in the 220, and of an 
assisting wind in both races. 


BRAZIL

Here are further details on José Telles da Conceicao's new S.A. 
100 meter record. The race was at Sao Paulo, November 24, and there 
was no wind to assist the sprinters. The official watches for Telles 
read 10.2, 10.2 and 10.1. He beat Brazil's best sprinters in the 
process: Armando Silva was second in 10.5, Joao Pires Sobrinho and 
Jorge Machado de Barros followed in that order, both in 10.6. 


ARGENTINA: NEW SOUTH AMERICAN 5000m RECORD 

Oswaldo Suarez of Argentina lowered his own South American 5000m mark 
to 1416.6 at Buenos Aires on December 15. Walter Lemos was second in 
14:27,1 as Suarez slashed under his standing mark of 14:20. 7.

NEW ZEALAND: LES MILLS BREAKS O'BRIEN'S RECORD 
(from P.N.Heidenstrom) 


Unfavorable climatic conditions negatively affected early 
season performances in New Zealand. However, when the wind, rain 
and floods subside, indications are for a grande finale. Les Mills 
broke Parry O'Brien's New Zealand discus record at Auckland, Nov. 
30 with a throw of 168'1" (51.23). Mills, whose best last season 
was 156'10" (47.80), has also done 175'3" (53.41) in a club meet 
in October, but this performance (believed to be entirely valid) 
cannot be submitted for approval. Olympian Maurice Rae ran 220 
yards in 21.2 (Auckland, Dec.14), Roy Williams and David Norris 
had good hop-step-jump marks, 50'1" (15.26) and 49'9" (15.16) on 
different occasions, but both wind-assisted. Other men's marks: 

2 h 26:38 in a point-to-point marathon by Bill Richards (Oct.28), 
49'3"1/2 (15.02) by L.Mills in the shot, N.Z. best performance 
(Auckland, Nov.23), 1:52.7 for 880y by Neville Scott (Auckland, 
Nov.30), 172'10" (52.68) by Duncan Clark in the hammer (Dunedin, 
Nov.30). 

Valerie Sloper is the best woman shot putter ever produced 
outside USSR. After doing 52'9"1/2 (16.09) in two meetings, she 
raised her N.Z.e and British Empire record to 53'5"1/2 (16.29) at 
Christchurch, December 7. In the 1957 World List this is second 
only to Tamara Tishkievich's 16.50 (54'1"5/8). Here are the 5

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DINK TEMPLETON, Olympic Club coach: "By long time rule no one can 
make the U.S, team, or any summer team touring foreign countries except by 
competing and qualifying in the AAU championships. If this seems a strange 
rule it is nevertheless an extremely binding one from long usage, going back to 
the AAU-NCAA fight in 1923 over Charley Paddock. Charley, as a member of 
the USC team, went to the World Collegiate Championships in Paris without a 
permit from the AAU, which promptly ruled hima professional. This made the 
young and idealistic NCAA so mad that it came close to putting the AAU out of 
business in a wild-eyed meeting at Stagg Field in Chicago. From that meeting 
came the agreements which have been responsible for so much of the trouble 
in college ever since, for the AAU promised never to butt in on the eligibility 
of any cullege athlete. In return for which the NCAA allowed the AAU to keep 
full control of selection of teams for foreign competition. This, of course, is 
the basjc reason the AAU has never made any rulings to stop the spread of pro- 
fessionalism in the colleges, and still doesn't." 


DR. DICK GANSLEN, U. of Arkansas: "A common fallacy in jumping is 
that a broad jumper, by hitch-kicking his legs in mid-air, can increase his 
elevation or distance travelled. This has come about largely through the fact 
that Jesse Owens happened to us thisstyle of jump. Those who claim a jumper 
can increase his velocity and height in mid-flight by kicking the legs do not 
realize that, according to Newton's Law, action and reaction are equal and 
opposite, and kicking in mid-air is equivalent to saying mathematically that 
something times nothing equals something. 

"Another fallacy is that the optimal takeoff angle for the jumper is 450, 
This is not so, because of a little recognized fact. The center of gravity of 
a man lies at a point 57/100 of his total height about the ground, In jumping, 
as in throwing, the center of gravity is projected from a point 3 to 7 feet above 
the ground and subsequently falls down to a position near or at ground level. 
This factor materially influences the parabolic curve path and the angles of pro- 
jection and landing must be adjusted to consider this factor. An analysis of this 
problem shows that a take-off angle of 40 degrees is best, with 45 slightly 
better than 35," 

FRANZ STAMPFL, Australian coach: "Roger Bannister is the best of the 
milers up to this time. He could have outkicked Ron Delany for he could run 
the last 100 yards with Delany and was better equipped for a sustained finishing 
sprint over the final 300 yards, But I'm not sure Bannister would have beaten 
Delany in the Olympics. The Olympic 1500 is not necessarily won by the best 
man in the field, It is won by the man who is best on that particular day. Over 
a period of time, which might conceivably bring them together in any number of 
races, I believe Bannister would have proven superior to Delany or any other 
man we have up to now. He had so much more natural ability. But Roger was 
the most difficult man I ever worked with because he wanted to depend upon a 
moment of inspiration rather than hard work. He didn't want to work because 
of the social obligations that came with his position in life where the British 
caste system calls on a man to be there for certain functions that might lead to 
political success later in life. Bannister would have been much greater if he 
would stick with a rigid training program. He would stay with it for a while, 
then deviate. But he had so much natural ability, and the guts to run himself 
all out in a race, that he succeeded in achieving his objective anyway." 














BROWNING ROSS , runner and editor: "The CentralAssociation protested 
the NYAC's national cross country victory of 1956 but didn't get anywhere on 
their claim that Gordon Dickson ran for the Hamilton O.C, earlier in the year. 
It has been tried before by other clubs and associations to get the NYAC to abide 
by the rules, Actually their first four men in the nationals lived outsice the 
district, I can remember when the whole NYAC team lived outside the NY metre- 
politan district, A lot of other clubs could do the same, but those in charge see 
fit to abide by the rules and don't make use of the fake address system, It looks 
good to the unsuspecting public, when the NYAC and ‘other such clubs' win all 
the titles, but those in the sport see nothing but injustice due to the fact that 
these AC runners could be helping to build up the sport by competing for the 
clubs in the area that they live in, thus ending the 'monopoly'.”

FLINT HANNER, Fresno coach: "Walter Marty (one-time world's 
record holder) would be a consistent 7 footer if he were jumping today. AndI 
don't mean with a trick shoe, He had the speed and drive and was jumping under 
rules much more difficult than today's. 90% of today's jumpers couldn't have 
done as well 20 years ago." 

FIONNBAR CALLANAN, Dublin: "Ron Delany admits he had not been 
training properly for his race against Ibbotson, but still holds that amomentary 
boxing in prevented him from giving Ibbotson a real race, He feels he might 
even have won, He is full of confidence for Stockholm, and will race only twice 
between the NCAA in June and his heat in Sweden, He hopes to keep running until 
1964, but seriously things that he may then be running 5000 or 10,000, He also 
confessed to me that his run-a-week schedule in the states does not give him 
really sufficient time for training. He says that oftentimes he can only fit in one 
serious day's training in between races," 

JOE GALLI, Melbourne: "Joie Ray's 6:23, 4 mile for 62 years may be 
fine--for America. But he had better start doing some serious training because 
the real veteran mile champ is that wiry little Aussie, Percy Cerutty of Mel- 
bourne. Cerutty, who will be 63 next January 10, set out to ‘set Joie back a bit’, 
which is typical, because Percy loves a fight. At Portsea on Sept, 28, Cerutty 
stepped the mile in 5:32.5 and less than 20 minutes later set off over two miles 
in 13 minutes, Next day he was again at the track, out to string together two 
miles both faster than Ray. He clocked 6:10 and 5:48 for 11:58, And Percy had 
done little running for weeks beforehand owing to pressure of work. He had, in 
fact, been feeling a bit tired." 

f ELLIOTT, Villanova Coach: "Ron Delany commenced training for 
the Olympics when he retumed to Villanova on September 20 of last year. He 
worked on cross country for three weeks, then went on a schedule of two work- 
outs a day until he left for Melbourne on Nov. 13. He worked up to where he 
could handle 17 quarters in 61 seconds on a slow track, or 22 x 220 in 27. His 
second workout would consist of a half hour of jogging, and of course he jogged 
in between the runs on the interval training. This schedule was maintained 6 
days a week, I knew he was in better shape than when he ran 3;59 at Compton 
when he ran 3:02 one day. It was done under conditions which made it the equiva- 

lent of 2:56 elsewhere. I was confident of success when he left for Melbourne." 
PETER MAY, Los Angeles; "After Nurmi and his steady even pace, we 
had Bannister with the flashy finish, Zatopek and the ‘cruel’ attack. Now I do 
believe we are entering another phase of running and this is the Death or Glory 
Approach. Re Kuts and his 62,2, 2:05.2 in the opening stages of the 5 kilos at 
Melbourne, And now the latest of Jungwirth and Ibbotson. Commencing with 
the above average suicide pace for the opening stages (once thought of as highly 
impracticable) the runner now will try to maintain as fast a pace for as long as 
possible, and only fimess, guts and opposition will tell if he quits or finishes. 
If he completes the distance it could mean fame, if not, then just another race." 
DOUG RAYMOND, track coach Boston U,: "Last spring we put in two 
new runways for the pole vault and broad jump composed of 85% regular sand and 
15% asphaltum emulsion mix. Six inches of this mixture was spread in two inch 
layers and rolled, giving all told about three inches, The pleasant feature of this 
preparation is that it stays semi soft for about five years and then by spreading 
oil or kerosene over top surface it will resoften as it was in its original state. We 
use short indoor type spiked shoes and so far we have been more than satisfied. 
A few of the many advantages: 1. No upkeep with the exception of sweeping off 
once or twice a month and filling spike holes about once a year with emulsion 
mix, 2, Can be used during inclement weather without any fear of slipping. 
3. Water puddles can be readily swept off runway for use. 4, Runway is uniform 
atall times, It is my contention that a track made of this material will prove 
just as satisfactory providing that short spikes are used. It also will eliminate 
the preparation of white lane markings for each meet as this can now be done 
with white paint and more than likely will last one whole season, The question of 
shin splints might be a problem, but to date we have had none from our runways 
and I believe that it has enough resiliency to eliminate this factor and definitely 
has more than the standard clay and cinder or crushed brick or stone tracks we 
now use in this country, The mixture costs $6.50 a ton, Two runways of 110' in 
length by 33' wide plus a shot platform 10x10 and 25 feet of running track (as an 
experimen) cost us $300," 











Al Thomas Runs 13:25.9

Albert Thomas set a new Australian 3-mile record of 13:25. 9 on the 2d 
day of the Victoria - NSW interstate duel at Olympic Park, Melbourne, ba 
December 7-8, clipping 1.5 from John Landy's record. He easily beat Fat 
Clohessy (13:59. 2) and Dave Power. 

Running the right and courageous way for a record (he had promised 
his fiancee he'd bring one home to Sydney), Thomas led from start to finish, 
reeling off laps in 65, 65, 65, 67, 68, 66, 67, 70, 67, 70 (8:53), 68, 69, 
70 and 65.9 to bring up the world's fourth fastest official time. 

Thomas, 22, said after the race that he was getting every bit out of 
himself, and that he was tired at the finish.

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PREP PANORAMA

El Cajon (California) and Ft, Lauderdale (Florida) high schools ran off 
with the team crowns in their respective state meets as the two "sunshine" 
states rang down the curtain on the 1957 cross country season last month, 

Both El Cajon, located near San Diego, and Ft. Lauderdale were charged 
with an amazingly low 41 points. Nearest El Cajon was Los Angeles Garfield 
with 90 while Paxon of Jacksonville finished second in the Florida meet with 96. 

A bare-footed junior, Jack Hudson of winning El Cajon, ran off with the 
individual title in California's first ever statewide competition on a cold, over- 
cast day in Merced, The lithe blond overcame pacesetter Sal Ramirez of El 
Rancho (Rivera) in the final 50 yards to win the 1.8 mile event in 8:53. 1. 
Ramirez, a soph, finished third in 8:58 behind Greg Elliott of Culver City, 
another soph, who was clocked in 8:55.0, 

Dennis Barton of champ Ft, Lauderdale romped the 23 mile course at 
the University of Florida in 13:38, 7 to edge two teammates, Johnny Doig and 
David Overmoyer. Runner-up times were 13:43 and 13: 45, 

Omaha North nipped Valentine, 47-48, to annex the Nebraska meet over 
the 1.9 mile Omaha Pioneer Park course. David Pokraka of Ord took the indivi- 
dual title in 10:04,4, nipping Tom Ash of Omaha North (10: 07), 

In Texas, Midland High put its four scorers into the first six places to 
run away with the fourth annual state meet with only 15 points. Bobby Barrett 
won in 9:35 over the U. of Texas two-mile course on which AAU champ John 
Macy ran 8:55.0. Far in arrears was Richard Monchaca of Lanier, 10:07, 
while another Midlander, Robert Williams, was third in 10:10. 

TWO GOOD INDOOR MARKS 

The New York indoor scholastic season got off to a good start the middle 
of December with two exceptionally good marks turned in by athletes from Arch- 
bishop Stepinac high during the Bishop Loughlin meet in the 102nd Eng, Armory. 

Tom Dempsey, who was unbeaten in cross country, proved he is also 
quite a miler when he romped to a 4 24, 4 clocking on the eight-lap, flat board 
track, Temmate Henry Korn powered the 12 pound shot farther than any prep 
ever has done indoors when he hit $0'3", These two performances overshadowed 
feats which broke two other meet records and tied yet another, 

The 17-year-old Dempsey ran the race "just as I planned) to come from 
far back and defeat George Washington's Tom Laris by 12 yards, The latter was 
clocked in a speedy 4:26.1, which also bested the old meet mark of 430.6, After 
his heave, Korn stated he was going after Clark Branson's 64'j" interscholastic 
record, He believes he can get it by the end of the indoor season and if not then, 
he still has the outdoor season remaining. 

Other meet records set were 7,4 in 60 yard high hurdles by Bill Urban, 
Ft. Hamilton (Brooklyn), in his second ever hurdle event, and 20,5 for the 200 
by Les Pinder of St.Francis Prep. Bishop DuBois' John Fernandez ran 10,3 to tie, 

CINDERAMA 

Norm Lumian, highly regarded distance running coach, has given up a 
tenured post at Morningside in Inglewood,Cal., to move to new Aviation Hi in 
Redondo Beach, where he is off to a good start. Norm helps promote interest 
by a newsletter for his boys...Dean (Diz) Miller is the new pilot at Morningside 
and in his first season won the Track & Field News national two-mile team 
race, He was "Coachof the Year" in Nebraska and lowa-Nebr, for 1956 while at 
Bellevue in suburban Omaha. Miller had a record of never losing a dual, triang- 
ular conference, or district c.c, or track meet in his seven years in Nebraska.. 

Harold Smith, senior at Will Rogers, Tulsa, is regarded by some ex- 
perts as the greatest distance prospect in Oklahoma history, At 17, he has won 
three state titles--two in c.c, and one in the mile, He ran 4:26, 3 last year and 
was fourth in Oklahoma AAU four mile cross country...Clif Cushman, soph at 
Kansas U., has the distinction of winning state titles in two states, Asa 15- 
year-old soh at Ames, Iowa, he ran 4:27,5 to win the Iowa state title. He 
moved to Grand Forks, N.D., and won the mile and high and low hurdles in the 
state event as a junior and the high and low hurdles, 880, and broad jump as a 
senior. ..Incidentally, although Ames High is 27th in size in the state, Coach 
Hi Covey's charges have won three state titles ina row, Approximately half 
the male enrollment of the school is in the track program, 

COACHES ASSOCIATION 

Bev Rockhold, famous for his crack relay teams at Robert E, Lee High 
School, Baytown, Texas, is spearheading a move to create a national highschool 
track coaches association, This organization would be closely affiliated with 
the National Collegiate Track Coaches Association, Rockhold started the move 
by writing all schoolboy coaches in Texas, asking them to become associate 
members of the NCTCA, the first step towards such a prep organization. 

Coaches feel there is a need for such an organization for three reasons: 

1. To better organize secondary track coaches to that more could be 
informed of new developments in ideas and techniques, 

2. To hold clinics in different sections of the country so high school 
coaches won't have to travel far to the NCAA clinics, 

3. To keep close tab on prep meets all over the nation with this data 
used to motivate more interest among the track men, 

Any high school coach can become an associate member of the NCTCA 
for just $4 per year. This entitles the coach to a subscription to TRACK & 
FIELD NEWS ($3, 00), the privilege of attending NCAA clinics, and a copy of 
the printed Clinic Notes ($1. 50). 

If this movement can get rolling in Texas, it is hoped it will sweep 
across the nation and provide the prep mentors with a solid organization so 
that they may coach more wisely and continue to work toward the betterment of 
our great sport. This column believes there is a need for such an organization 
and heartily endorses it. Prep coaches from any state are recommended to 
become associate NCTCA members and start on the road to a national high 
school track coaches association.

Max Truex is not unlike many an American college student. He sports 
a blond crew cut and dresses in very good taste (in the natural shoulder tradi- 

tion). He's one of the most popular men on campus and makes excellent grades 
(current overall average is a B plus in an accounting major). He also happens 
to be this country's fastest ever three-miler and unlike many of his predeces~- 
sors and contemporaries his climb to the top came neither quickly nor without 
long hours--in fact years--of arduous training, dotted with numerous setbacks 
and disappointments. 

Though he has many-years ahead of him before he reaches his fullest 
potential, Truex's successes are a perfect object lesson for those young runners 
just beginning high school, or even college, that one can succeed in distance 
running if he will dedicate himself to the task at hand, no matter how little 
“natural ability" he might possess. 

Physically, said U.S. experts, the odds were against Max becoming a 
great distance runner. He stands a shade under 5'6" (as compared to 5'43" in 
high school) and weighs 128, But after seeing that Vladimir Kuts is only 13" 
taller, and Jozsef Kovacs is 13" shorter than he is, Truex now firmly believes 
the old saying, "It's not the size of the dog in the fight, it's the size of the fight 
in the dog." 

The old business about lack of speed was also one Max heard plenty. 
"Coaches told me that so often I was beginning to believe it’, confides Max. He 
was sure if he couldn't get his best 440 time down to at least 50 flat he might as 
well forget about reaching the top. That belief was changed by Franz Stampfl 
when Max visited him in Melbourne during the Gkympic Games, "Franz con- 
vinced me that speedwork does not build speed. I cut out the speedwork and 
slowed my repititions down and shortened the interval between them, I never 
run my quarters faster than race pace though many runners still insist on doing 
this." No doubt he could better his 440 record of 52.8 but he's not even thinking 
about improving the mark. He says four sub-four minute milers--Merv Lincoln, 
Laszlo Tabori, Chris Chataway and Ken Wood--can't cut 54 flat for a 440 and 
Derek Ibbotson is in the 53s, 

Max Edwin Truex was born Nov, 4, 1935, in Warsaw, Ind. (pop. 6625). 
His dad, Russel Truex, is an engineer for the Pennsylvania railroad and did 
some running at high school, Max started running when he was twelve, His 
older brother Gene ran the mile as a frosh and soph and he, together with Max 
and Don, a year younger than Max and now a junior at Michigan, would run 
along the roads during the summer evenings. 

Truex'x competitive career started in the 7th grade with the 880, Says 
Max: "My fastest winning time was 2:37.8. I ran faster in my last race but was 
beaten by, of all people, a shotputter’,"’ In his first frosh race he ran 5:13.0. 
That year he ran as many as four meets a week--two frosh, two varsity--and in 
the frosh meets he ran the 880, mile and anchored the mile relay team. His 
best times were 2:12 and 4:49.6, 

As a soph he ran 6th in the state meet and had a best time of 4:31, 4 in the 
Indiana AAU, A bad cold hampered him all his junior year and it was a miserable 
spring as well, Max ran 4: 28,0 and placed fourth in the state meet though all five 
who'd beaten him the year before had graduated. "I guess you could say that was 
my biggest disappointment--that entire season" he recalls, That summer he was 
sent to Denmark as a sort of exchange student, He lived outside Copenhagen and 
ran in the woods each day, He met Lennart Strand and Gunnar Nielsen and ran 
three races, Contrasted to the young man who was very discouraged and felt 
like quitting, he returned home with a new outlook and eager to get started again. 

Things begin to look up tlat senior year, Maxie had a victorious cross 
country season and won the state meet with a record that still stands, In the 
spring he broke Bob Seaman's national interscholastic record by six-tenths with 
4:20,4 in a strictly solo effort, "I owe a lot to Hugh Gardner (the Hoosier prep 
expert) for my mile record, He encouraged me, bucked me up after setbacks, 
sent training schedules and got Fred Wilt to send dope on Fartlek, They helped." 

After that record runMax-was deluged with 27 offers, He first told 
coach Jess Morteusen that Southern California was too far away but at the AAU 
in St. Louis, where he ran 4:18,5 but was beaten by high schooler Deacon 
Jones, Max was approached by SC great Fernando Ledesma. Persuaded to fly 
to Los Angeles, Max liked the weather, the interest in the sport, and the low 
pressure treatment he received. 

Because of his fine scholastic record, Max entered SC in Sept. 1954 on 
an academic scholarship which he still retains, Contrary to one eastern coach 
who thinks he got the deed to the Coliseum to come West, Max just makes ends 
meet, He hashes for his evening meal and if it weren't for occasional help from 
home he'd barely be getting by. 

As a frosh he ran 4:16, 2 anu 9:15,5, He gives mux credit to his first 
year atSC.

ROBERTSON, TRUEX BREAK RECORD 


Clicking off 40 laps at an average of 64.245 seconds per lap, Mal Robert- 
son and Max Truex of USC shattered the world's two-man, 10-mile relay record 
on the third of December. 

The Trojan duo ran the newly revised event in 42:29.7 to take more than 
110 seconds off the 44:39, 8 time established just four days earlier by Jack Bur- 
nett and Jim Moore of the University of British Columbia. Too late to win the 
first annual national competition sponsored by Track & Field News, Mal and 
Max won T&FN Honor Awards for their outstanding achievement, as will any 
future record breakers, 

Truex carried the burden of the work, although he had won the NCAA 
cross country on Nov. 25 and the PCC title on Nov. 30. He averaged a fine 
62.9 per lap. Until the last two laps, which he sped in 61. 2 and 60.3, his 
consistent pacework ranged between a low of 62.1 on the 11th circuit and a 
high of 63,7 on the 15th. Robertson, who averaged 65,5 despite recent injury 
which kept him froma peak performance, hit is low of 63.0 on the second lap 
and went up to 67.4 on the 15th,

Max blossomed in 1957, He ran a mile in 4:06.6, two miles in 8:55. 0 for 
a national collegiate record and American records of 13:35.7 and 14:04. 2 for 3 
miles and 5000m.

This past November he routed the best NCAA cross country field ever, A year 
ago he was anxious to run indoors but only the Milwaukee Journal Games would 
risk an air ticket, Max won in 8:56,7 in his first time on the boards, This year 
every big indoor promoter wants him, 

He's on his way now and there will be no stopping him, It wasn't easy, 
but the hardest part is behind, Max is quite anxious and willing to help others on 
the distance trail, He's much in demand by progressive high school coaches for 
clinics and banquets. Many write him for his! training schedule, Max believes we 
can have top distance men but it will take timé. We are held back by "coaches 
from the old school and runners who won't pay the price" according to Max, 
"Too many high school coaches still insist on their boys running time trials in 
practice, Not only is it hard on them but it's not even a good workout, They 
demand an all out meet race every week, That's no good either, The ones who 
subscuibe to interval training are producing top boys." 

Truex says too much of this also exists on the college level. Some of 
our top distance men "don't work as hard as Bobby Morrow", to quote Maxie. 
Would America's premier distance runner recommend high schoolers from his 
part of the country to "Go West, Young Man"? "I surely would", says Max. "I 
have no regrets, The interest is tops, the people wonderful and the weather 
the best. Why, I bet there hasn't been three or four days that would curtial a 
workout since I've been here (Max trains daily, rain or shine), 

Max graduates in 1959, He then goes into the Air Force as a 2nd Lt, and 
will serve until 1961, After that, it's law school and a career in tax law which 
he is preparing for now as an accounting major, Max hopes to run as long as 
he can, though law school may put a stop to his career, Right now the future 
looks bright, and if Max Truex can continue to help and encourage young runners, 
it looks even brighter for America's distance running future.

SHELTON AND THE SHOE 

An interesting sidelight to Yuriy Styepanov's now famous built-up shoe 
has come to light via Ernie Shelton, It seems that Shelton was actually the one 
who indirectly led to the piece of footwear which has made many present day 
records meaningless, In 1954 Shelton toured Scandinavia, Ernie had a pair of 
shoes (actually two left ones as he wears no shoe on his right foot) made in 
Helsinki. Remembering that Les Steers had worn a shoe with a piece of leather 
just back of the ball of the foot, he thought he'd try it too, When Ernie jumped 
against Bengt Nilsson, the Swede took careful notice. He told Shelton it was a 
good idea but the leather was not thick enough, nor was there enough, and it 
should be farther forward. So Nilsson had one made to his own specifications. 
Whereas he'd been hovering around two meters (6'63") prior to Shelton's 
arrival, Benke ended the season with a 6'11}" plus three other 6'10" leaps. 

The next year, 1955, Nilsson was invited to Moscow so that the anemic 
Russian jumpers might get a chance to see how a champ operates. Nilsson 
arrived a day or so early to acclimate himself. At one training session cameras 
were trained on the visitor and many hundreds of feet of film were taken of his 
style. Someone noticed that Nilsson's takeoff shoe had a very thick sole. This, 
they gathered, must be the secret of his success, That day Benke decided to 
take a stroll and see the sights of Moscow, He was especially interested in see- 
ing that famous Soviet park, Forest Evashevski, Upon returning to his room, 
Nilsson found that his valued shoes had unceremoniously disappeared, Under- 
standably, he was quite burned up over the incident. 

Benke was in no mood for jumping and was defeated (said RLQ: "Benke 
Nilsson suffered an unexpected defeat in Moscow...") with a jump of only 6'53". 
Needless to say, he told the Moscow Chamber of Commerce what he thought of 
their fair city, and if he never returned again it would be too soon, That's the 
story of the shoe. If you want to blame anyone, take it out on one E,E, Shelton. 
He's sitting up at the Presidio in San Francisco with absolutely nothing to do and 
would probably welcome some correspondence, 

BANKED TRACK 

Len Lyles, Louisville's 9.5 sprinter, was the first draft choice of the 
Baltimore Colts, He defeated Ira Murchison in the Central Collegiate 100 and 
was an NCAA finalist in both sprints, placing 4th in the 220, He's a tremendous 
halfback and ‘58 will no doubt be his last season, unless he doesn't become a 
professional first by playing in the Senior or Hula Bowl games... Jan Sikorsky, 
last spring's prep javelin record smasher, is said to be tossing ‘em 240' last 
fall, He's one of Bill Easton's prize catches at KU,..Greg Bell may be 
through track and field, History's second best broad jumper was in an auto 
accident when his car was struck by a train in his hone town of Terre Haute, 
Greg's wife suffered a miscarriage while Bell himself was injured sufficiently 
to file a $75,500 suit against the railroad...
